The total estimated value of your property (land
and building), as determined by the DeKalb
County Tax Assessor's Office

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Assessed Value 'CLARKSTON”

Typically 40% of the Appraised total value

You may have exemptions that will lower this
amount even more, e.g.... Homestead and
Over age 65

The value of all the property in an area

Like your individual property, this figure is
generally given at 40% of the total appraised
value

What is a “mil”’e “TcARETon-

....................

A property tax levy of $1.00 per $1,000 of taxable
property value

So, if the rate is 10 mils, then you would owe 10 dollars
for every $1,000 of the assessed value for your house.

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Rollback Rate 'CLARKSTON”

....................

The rollback rate is the millage rate that would
raise the same amount of revenue as last year if
applied to the current tax digest.
